G.S.R. 650 , — In pursuance of rule 10 -A, ol the Indian Administrative Service 
(Pay) Rules, 1954 , the Central Government, in consultation with the State Govern-

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ments concerned, hereby makes the following regulations to amend the Indian 
Administrative Service (Pay of Special Recruits) Regulations, 1960, namely: — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian Administrative Service (Pay 
of Special Recruits) Amendment Regulations, 1964. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st April, 1960. 

2, In the Indian Administrative Service (Pay of Special Recruits) Regulations. 
I960, for regulation 5-A, the following regulation shall be substituted, namely: 

“5A — Grant of advance increments . — The State Government shall sanction 
the first, or the second increment or both, as the case may be, due 
to a special recruit appointed to the Service under regulation 3(a) 
of the Indian Administrative Service (Special Recruitment) Regula- 
tions, 1956, as soon as he passes the prescribed departmental examina- 
tion or examinations irrespective of his length of service, after which 
he shall be entitled to draw pay at the rate corresponding to his posi- 
tion in the time-scale: 

Provided that an officer whose initial pay has been fixed at the first incre- 
mental stage in the junior time-scale of the Indian Administrative 
Service shall be entitled to one advance increment, and an officer 
whose Initial pay has been fixed beyond the first incremental stage 
aforesaid shall not be entitled to any advance increment, on passing 
the prescribed departmental examination or examinations. 

Provided further that an officer who was In receipt of pay of Re, 450 (2nd 
stage) on the 1st April, 1960, in the junior scale of pay applicable to 
him immediately before the said date and whose pay on that date is 
reflxed at Rs. 540 shall be entitled, if he has passed the prescribed 
departmental examination or examinations on or after that date to 
have an advance increment raising his pav to Rs. 580, from the date 
he haa passed the prescribed, departmental examination or examlna- 
ttong. 

Explanation .— For the purpose of this regulation, the term ‘increment’ 
denotes actual increase in pay and not the actual stage on the time- 
scale.”.

Government or any State Government or any State Electricity Board or any local 
authority or a person licensed under Part II of the Indian Electricity Act, 1910 
(9 of 1910), to s unply electrical energy or a person who has obtained sanction 
under section 28 of the Indian Electricity Act, 1910, to engage m the business of 
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supplying electrical energy except those who produce electrical energy not for 
sale but produce it for their own consumption or for supply to their own under- 
takings, from the whole of the excise duty leviable thereon: 

Provided that — 

(i) it is proved to the satisfaction of the Collector of Central Excise that 

such Reduced Crude is intended to be so used; 

(ii) the procedure set out in Chapter X of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, 

is followed.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of th* Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the General Central Service Class II post of Works 
Manager in the Survey of India under the Ministry of Education namely: — 

1. Short title , — These rules may be called the Survey of India (Works Mana- 
ger) Recruitment Rules 1904. 

2. Application . — These rules shall apply for recruitment to the post of Works 
Manager in th* Survey of India specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed 
hereto. 

3. Number, classification and scale of nay.— The number of post, classification 
of th* said post and the scale of pay attached thereto shall he as specified in colu- 
mns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 
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4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualification .— The method of 
recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall 
be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the maximum age limit specified in column 6 may be relaxed — 

(a) in the case of Government servants; and 

(b) In the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 

Tribes or other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders of the Government of India that may be issued from time to 
time. 

5. Disqualification— (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living marries in any case in which such marriage is void 
by reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the post; and 

(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person 
who has a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule.

G.S.R. 664. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules, namely: — 

1, Short Title. — These rules may be called the Posts and Telegraphs Director- 
ate (Research Assistant, Hindi) Recruitment Rules, 1964. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule annexed to these rules. 


3. Method of recruitment etc. — The method of recruitment to the said post, 
•the age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall be as 
ispccifled in columns 2 to 13 of the said schedule:
